Chan Kai, a coolie employed in the Victoria 
Schoo], sued Mr. W. H. Williams, the head 
master, to recover 89.16 due for wages. 

His Lordship (to plaintiff)—Have you got | 
any witnesses ?—They are all at the Peak.— 
Proceeding, plaintiff stated that he was claiming | 
the 89.16 for wages for the month of December, | 
1906, and four days in January, 1907. He left 
his émployment because the defendant dis- 
charged him. 

Hus Lordship - What for y—Because he dis- 
liked me. He had no other reason. 

When did be discharge you’—TIn the latter 


I want to know on what date he discharged 
you?—About the 27th December. 

And you waited on for your wages? Do you 
think you can get them after you've been 
discharyed; rightfully or wrongfully /— Yes. 

His Lordship—Supposing you were dis- 
charged wrongfully, you cannot stay for the 
rest of your life and claim wages. 

H. Williams said the plaintiff was 
engaged for the Victoria Government School 
from August till December 24th, 1906. On 
tha! date defendant discharged him for neglect 
of duty. He bad complained about bim on 
several occasions, aud when the school closed 
for the holidays, plaintiff was warned not to 
leave the promises without permission, but 
overlooked that warning. | 

His Lordship (to plaintiff)—What have you 
got to aay ? 

Plaintif{—I was ou the premises. 

His Lordship (to defendant) ---Do you know 
he was not there ? 

Mr. Williams—I was on the premises all the 
time, but he was not there. 

Plaintiff—I asked defendant fur a loan and 
he would wot give me one, but he gave ww 
leave to gu and get one. 

His Lordship—Theres will be judgment for 
defendant. 


A VEAL IN R‘'CK. 
The Chan Lee sued the Nam Wo firm to 


recover $48.40 due for rice sold to tbe 
defendan(s.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 
A DISASTROUS SQUALL. 


LOST: NUMEROUS SAMPANS 
CAPSIZED. 


A BRAVE CHINAMAN. 

Brief as it was, it was a disastrous squall that. | 
swept the Colony on January 28th. At! 
about one o'clock p.m. the heavily clouded sky ; 


, and the sudden gusts of wind which awept the | 


streets caused pedestrians to hurry on their 
respective ways. but few it was who were not 
overtaken by the cyclonic squall that so sudden- 
ly burst on storm-swept Hongkong. On shora 
the camage was trifling, and passeogers were 
only delayed until the deluge of rain had ceas d. 
Oa the harbour, however, death stalked 
among the floating population, many of whom 
must have thought that acother typhoon had 
caught them napping. The storm could not. 


have been of more than ten minutes’ 
duration, but it was accompanied by 
a blindiog rain and a heavy sea which 


played havoc with the smaller craft in the 
harbour, and was the cause of many deaths, 
When it is stated by a number of those who 
were rescued that their sampans were proceed- 
ing on their journeys without any e1il set, and 
completely turned turtle, the force of the sea 
running can be imagined, It must bave been 
like a tidal bore, and there is littla wonder that 
the numerous craft steering uoder any sail 
fell victims to the fury of the gale. 

‘}be sampaos and juoks lying alongside the 
Praya wall seem to have b-en the most fortunate 
jn this latest catastrophe. It was only those 
plying in the harbour that suff-red from the fury 
of the brief squall, but as it unfortunately | 
happened, they were oumervus. No reliable 
figures are ascertaioablu as yet, bul from official 
calculations upwards of ope bundred sam; ans 
and eight junks either fuundered or capsized, the 
loss of life being considerable. Cargo floated 
about the harbour in all directions, while crowds 
lined the Praya walls luoking oo the wreckage 
agin the case of the great typhoon. ‘The new 
office of Kowloon-Canton Railway at ‘Saikok- 
tsui was partly unroofed, a heavy xectivo b-iog 
blown quite a lung way. In the vicinity of 
the Coxmopolitan Dock, many vorpses were 


washed up. 
It was fortunate for the foating com- 
munity that so many  Jaunches were 


available, otherwise the loss of life must have 
been enormous. When they saw the calamity 
which had overtaken the small sailing craft, the 
coxswains of launches steered their vessels to 
the rescue in all parts of the harbour. and their 
prompt action saved many lives. At West 
Point, where the greatest. damage appears to 
bave been wrought, launches ware plying in all 
directions, pulling awe-stricken people from the 
turbulent waters which threatened to cover 
them. Here, tov. thea ynlice were «x usual 
to the fore. Scenting dauger with the first 
furious whiffs of the storm, ax many men as 
were available appeared on the Praya to render 
assisiauce. Seving a sampan capsize, Sergeant 
Pare and Constable Spercer obtained the toan 
of another native craft pulled out to the wreck, 
made fast to it. acd dragging it back a distance 
of three huudred yards to the Aberdeen wharf, 
succeeded in righting it. Then they found to 
their astonishment a woman and two children 
havging on to the roof, but buth were uninjured. 
Constables Mcfenpan and Purden put off to 
another sam pan fluating bottom up, and through 
theic gallant efforts two more lives were saved. 

Much has been written of the bravery dis. 
played by Chinese in the recent () phoon, but no 
more gallant act bas yet been published than 
that of Mr. Ng So-tai, the owner of the stuam 
launch Li On. Taking Serjeant Gordon on 
board, the two set oul into the harbour to the 
assistance of the distressed, and between them 
rescued six people from a watery grave When 
the launch rao alongside a sampin just up- 
turned, the Chinaman, without divesting him- 
self of his clothing, tock « hunder over the side, 
and swimming under the capsized craft, pulled 
two of the crew oul and placed them on his 
launch. It wasa ant piece of work for one 
possibly bred to the Chinese superstitions con- 
cerning drowning, and an act worthy of 
recognition. . 

Eastward the gale does not ata. to bage 
struck with the same severity, there is the 
same ead tale of wrecked sampans and untimely 
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deaths. Off Jardine’s Sugar Refinery a sampan 
capsized, but all were rescued with the 
exception of a child, two years of age, whose 


| lifeless body was afterwards recovered by the 
| police. Another sampan passiog the Naval- 


yard withont any sails up capsized, and 
another death was: added to the roll before 
a launch could cast off to the assistance of the 
crew. Another boat which carried oo0lies 
from ship to ship was overturned opposite No. 
2 Police Station, and two more men went down, 
She had a large number on board, however, 
aod fortunately the great majority were 
rescued. 

‘he promptitude with which the mon-of-war 
in (he harbour prepared to help the shipwrecked 
was commendable, and this action must have 
saved many lives. British and foreign blae- 
jackets rapidly lowered and minnoed pinnaces 
and whaleboats, the crews pulling with a will to 
the assistance of many a forlorn crew. The 
Dock Co. launches, likewise, were early on the 
scene, and many Chinese bwe their lives to the 
labonr of the employees of this Company. Mr: 
C. D. Silas, who took ont the launch Cl 
succeeded in rescuing five people, while a 
large number were resoued by the Kowloon 
No. 1 launch, On the Yanmati side, Mr. J. 
Morrison, in another of this Company’s launches, 
succeeded in rescuing seven out of a crew of 
twelve, bat was unable to recover the other five. 
In order that the apparently drowned might 


i not want for professional attendance, Com- 


modore Williams thoughtfully despatched a 
tu rpedo boat, ou board of which was two medical 
men, to cruise round the harbour and render 
aid whirever their servivss were reyuired. 

With\the readiness whish always onaracterises 
the direttecrs ot the T'nag Wah Hospital, 
their lannches were spsedily prepared to 
render every agsistanc>, uod right well the 
crews on board worked to rescue Lheir vouatry- 
men. Wheu lande!, the dead and the 
apparontly drowned wore removed to hospital, 
aod on this account the police will be unable to 
calculate with any degree wf accuracy, until to- 
day, the death roll. 

When he learned of the catastrophe, Hig 
Exvelloncy the Goveraor, acoumpanied by Mr, 
R. A. B. Ponsonby, his private svoretary, was 
promptly vn the scene, enquiring at the various 
police stations concerning the losses and thas 
showing his sympathy for our distressed 
floating population. 

INCIDENTS OF MONDAY'S STORM, 

That comparatively unknown person in 
Hongkong, the old resident, has expressed (he 
opinion that a storm like that of onday has 
not been experienced in the Colony for over 
thirty years. ‘T'he alarm which it occasioned, 
especially among the Hosting population, has 
not yet subsided, and even among the peoplo - 
ashore it ix still the topic of conversation, 
reviving fading memories of the terrible typhoou 
of September fast. [ts toll of human lives is 
certainly greater than was at first aoticipated. 
The police reports show that over seventy 
people are missicg, but Chinese acy sanguine 
that that by no meaus represents the total loss 
of life. It is interesting to note that most of 
those drowned were children, a fact which is 
self explanatory, though one veteran of 80 was 
amongst the victims. The returns show thet 
up till yesterdsy there wore $2 women and 2Y 
men drowned. : 

Stories of gallaat rescues still coms to haad 
Ll’. 3. Garrod was succesful in saviog several 
people from drowning by jumping into the 
water and assisting them ashore. P. (. 
Evans was also iostrameatal in effecting a 
number of rescues. Ao old mao aod woman 
each 7h years ot age, were rescued by the police 
iu ao exhausted cyndition and eu t> the 
Government Civil Hospital. Ip Wan, « cook on 
board the launch “ Bun Bun,” picked up a man 
clinging to a piece of wood off the Naval Yard 
Extension. He had been washed from the Naval 
Yard. Tan Ping, coxswain of the steam launch 
‘‘ Marlow,” rescued three men from the bottom 
of a fishing boat off Shek O. and found thirteen 
Rowont oa sn upturned fishing juak off 

agian lighthoase, whom he took off. No fewer 
than 19 cargo boats wers upset and righted 
again. 

NAVAL PUSTMAN'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Seargt J. Howse, the “ postman " of H.MS. 
Alacrity, probably owes his life to his sailor-like 
promptitade of decision ina emergency. With 
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a number of Chinese compradores and others, 
eleven in all, he being the only white passenger, 
he left the Alacrity in a sampan, with mails for 
the shore. The big squall canght them 
immediately they cleared the warship's bows. 
The sampan heeled over go that. green water was 
pouring in, and a ‘chest of provisions sliding | 
over to leeward held her down. The female 
crew fell prone, and were apparently invoking 
supernatural aid. Sergt. Howse, upalile to get 
aft to let go the sheet, which the women had 
fastened as usual, seized a chopper and with one 
blow let the sail free, and the sampan gradually 
righted. Tbe party all reached shore safsly | 
and the mails foo. On board tha Alacrity he 
was not expected to return. 

The reports supplied {o the police show that 
the number of deaths from the fatal squall of | 
Monday is 81, other ten having been notified 
on Jan. 30. Only six bodies have been recovered. 
There were no fewer than 65 boats capsized, and 
in several instances nto loss of life followed. 
The number of people rescued by the police and 
others was 46, 16 of these being by the launch 
Marlow. One of the most remarkable escapes 
was that of a boy of six, who wasat first reported 
to have been drowned but. who was discovered 
by the Tamar boat outside the harbonr on a

The Hongkong Benevolent Society was 
founded in September, 18€9, “ for the ; u: pcse of 
rendering assistance in cases of sickness, want, 
poverty or distress arising from time to time 
amongst persons other than members of the 
Portuguese or Chinese community in the 
Colony,” It is an attempt to introduce method 
and organisation info charitable efforts; and {o 
secure by careful investigation of all cases that 
ay shall chiefly be given to the most needy 
avd the most dererving. Therelief given varies 
with the individual cases. Some are granted 

sage money to enable them to get back to 
omé lands; some are helped to pay their rents; 
certain children. left orphans and destitute, are 
being maintained at school; employment is 
found for not a few who have been stranded in 
in vhe Colony ; and a little temporary assistance 
is given to many, helping them through a 
orisis a d sometimes towards a fresh start in 
life. The income of the Society is derived from 
subscriptions and donations. Thea condition of 
membership is the subscription of &12 per 
apnum. This gives the privilege of reecmmend- 
ing cases for investigation by the committee. 
Avy sum paid to the Society, other than by 
way of subscription, is deemed a donation. A 
‘donation of not leas than $5" entitles the donor 
to a life membership of the Society.

The cases that have teen given relief during 
the past year fairly well illustrate all the phases 
of the Society's operaticns. The large propor- 
tion of the money that has veen at disposal has 
been spent on passages but considerable sums 
have also been devoted tothe maintenance of 
certain orphan children who are dependent on 
the Society, fo monthly allowances during 
sharter or longer periods ta several widows, and 
{o the finding of temporary board and Icdging 
for not a few who were in sore straifs. Mrs. 
Gershdm Stewart left the Colony in April, and 
her place on the Committee, with the c fice af 
Hon, Treasurer, was taken by Mre. .J. Hastings. 
Mrs. Peter also left in March. and Mrs. Haare, 
who had returned, was invited to re-join the 
Committee. On the departure of Mrs. Dickson, 
the Tresident, in May, Lady Berkeler, Vice- 
Presidant, was elected to be President, and was 
succeeded as Vice-President hy Mre. Badeley. 
With great regret and deep sympathy the 
Committee took leave of Mrs. Hoare avd Mrs, 
Barres-Lawrenca in the peculiarly sad cir- 
cumstancer in which they returned to England, 

In conelusicen, the Committee, while grateful- 
ly acknowledging the much generous help 
accorded to them during the past year in their 
¢fforis for the relief of the needy, respectfully 
urge upon the Hongkong community «sa whole 
the nrgent need that exists fora more widely 
extended financial support of the Society in the 
important work it has undertaken. A reference 
to the epitome of cases dealt with during the 
year will afford ample evidence that this is no 
haphazard charity, every case being personally 
investipa(ed by members of the Committee, or 
through the reference Commiltee, hefora any 
application is deal{ with, But lack of funds has 
seriously crippled the Committee's efforts during 
the year 196: ard, in now demitting «fice, 
t} ey beg from the public for their successors a 
more liberal yrovision of the wherewithal (o 
satisfactorily meet the demands of the Society, 
which are increasing wilh the increasing 
European population.— JEAN B. ‘THomson, 
Hon. Gecretary.

During the year 1906 there wag, in Hongkong, 
very little of that type of destitution for which 
the Guarantee Scheme was intended to provide, 
and the calls upon the Kuarantors were in 
consequence fewer {han in the previous year, 
In all five cases were dealt with, and only two 
out of the number were seamen. ‘These men 
being af African blood could not be admitted to 
the Sailors’ Home, and so#n arrangement was 
made hy which they were admitted fo a board- 
ing heuse in Lascar Row on the understanding 
that they were fo recive Buropean food, 
Employment was found for each of thesa men on 
ariver.steamer, Of the remaining three, cne 
found employment aud got away from the 
Colony! one was sent fo Australia, whence he 
had come, Messrs.  Uutterfield sod Swire 
kindly giving him a passage on ptyment of a 
small sum for fuod, and ee third was allowed 
by the Canadian Pacific Raitway Co. to work a 
patrage fo Canada, where he is certain to find 
work.

Mr. Hrckrrxa said he would like, as the sole 
representative of a genercus public, to support 
ihe passing of the annual report. He took it 
that the attendance of the public was never 
very largeat annual meetings of societies of this | 
kind, unless there waa going to be a row. When 
things were going smoothly the public believed 
that the funds were being administered properly, 
and usnally left the committee severely alone at 
itsannnal meeting. Probably they were not 
equal to the slrength of taking out an umbrella 
that morning, and that had added to the pancity 
of tle attendance, but there wore points in the 
repert, which as Mr. May had said, should re- 
commend themselves very strongly to the 
general public. Although the Society was 
‘crippled by the payment of so many passages, it 
_ had saved the community a very considerable 
-amceunt of trouble in cases of which he knew, in 

which people, perhaps foolishly; had brought 
themselves into the position of being dollarless 
in this Colony. If such peopla had been allow- 
edi. continue here they would inevitably have 
lost their self-respect, and would have gone into 
the ranks of the destitute very speedily. He 
believed sending such persons home meant send- 
ing them fo those who would undertake to help 
them info their former positions, or into 
better ones. The parsons concerned were 
undoubtedly economical and careful in their 
payment of passages away, and it was a 
pity they were so far orippled for funds 
that. other cases perhaps could not be dealt 
with as adequately as the judgment of the 
committes would have directed. But not- 
withstanding that a considerable amount had 
been given the Society, still the special appeal 
mide did not seem to have fallen on very willing 
ears; perhaps during the latter part of the 
year the Society had been injored in the same 
way as all philanthropic instilutions had 
in this Colony, through the appeal for a 
special (yphoon fund. Heknew that hospitals, 
for instance, wera many thousand dollars down 
this year for no other reason than the special 
cal} made, and they would have rather a 
piliable fale to tell at the end of the financial 
year. ‘Therefore he trusted that the committee 
would not be alfogether discouraged in not 
having obtained) more personal subscribers. 
Now that we had an American Consul who was 
in’ sympathy with the objects of - the 
Reciety he (rusted that through bis 
tfforts the American community here would 
be made considerably more responsive than 
‘in the past. At tha same time it looked 
‘as if ove of the mainstays of the Society must 
‘be some special «ffort made once every year, 
t‘something in the form of an entertainment to 
j which the public would respond. It would 
jmean a-great deal of tr: uble and bother 
; which ought not to be put on the committer, 
‘who mainly ought to exert their efforts 
to the administering rather than to the 
gathering of fands. He thought if the new 
committee considered the matter, something 
micht be dore in that way so as to fill the 
coffers of the & ciety for a year, or perhaps two 
years. The balance xheat of the Society seemed 
to show that the public was either forgetful 
of the good work done, or did not appreciate it, 
but he thought the special needs he had 
menticned militated against the balance being 
anythiog likewhat it waslest year, If the Ben- 
evolent Sociefy had a balance of a few 
\housand dollars it wonld make people tighten 
up their purses a little more, but in its 
present state they shoald respond to the appeal, 
for there was no sociely in Hongkong doing 
tetter though utterly anobtrusive work, and 
those who saw most knew how very careful and 
judicious was the administration of funds 
(applause). : ;

A. G. Ward, had lately been erected uuder the 
window of the North trausepl. 

The balance sheet was submitted, Dr. Clark 


the hon. treasurer exp'ainiug tiut the 
church in common with the rest of 
the community had — suffered during 
the past year from a lack of dollars, Their 


income had gone down somewhal. During the 
year they had spent S188 more (han {ley had 
received, but fortunately they had a balanos 
in hand which was more than sufficient fo m>et 
it. The increasa iu expendifure had been 
mainly in the direction of salaries, SOLL baving 
been spent more in wages and sslaries in 1906 
than in 1905. They had also found it uecessary 
to iucrease the insurance on the Cathedral 
in order to cover its full value. The 
only other ircreas+ as compared with last 
year was in special collections, During the 
year there bad been six special collections as 
compared with three during 1805. The ceneral 
fund saffered in consequence, being SI7L less 
than in 1905. As a church -lbedy they would 
have to consider some means of slightly increas- 
ing the income or slightly reducing the expondi- 
ture. Their balance was now S2,4%. 

The report was adopted on ih« motion of the 
Hon. Dr. Atkinson. 

The following six lay members were re elected 
to the Church Body. Hou. Dr. Atkinsou, Dr. 
Clark, Messrs. W. Armstrong, A. Bryer, G.

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZSS. 

January 29th was prise-giviog diy at St, 
Stephen's College, Hongkong, and an 
interesi'ed attendance of ladies and gentlemen 
was presant to witness the proceedings.. The 
Colonial Secretary (Hon. Mr. F. Jf. May) was 
announced to preside and distribate the prizes, 
bat a prior engagement compelled him to be 
absent. The Ven. Archdeacon Bannister 
cecupied the chair and was supported by His 
Excellency Wu Ting Fang, and the Rev. E. J. 
Barnett, while among those present ‘were the 
Hon. Dr. Ho Kai, Rev, J. H. France, Rev. 
Dr. Pearce, Rev. G. A. Banbury, Brother 
Silvester, Mr. 8. W. Tso, and Dr. Wilder, 
U. 8S. Consul General. 

The Warden read the anoual report ia which, 
after a sympathetio reference to the late. 
Bishop Hoare, it was stated that during the 
past year, the fonrth of their existence, 
there hed been 133 scholars in attendance. 
To meet the requirsaments of those who were 
looking forward toa Uuiversity career classes 
had b-en added in Mechanics, Hydrostatic:, 
Political Economy and Latin. With the 
alteration and re-erection of outbuildings daring 
the mid-summer holidays it was found possible to 
fitupatemporary laboratory in which the three 
highest forms were receiving their first lessous 
in Physics and Chemistry, subjects which were 
popolar. Physical drill had been in abeyance 
through sandry untoward circumstances. 
Nevertheless recreation had received its due 
attention, ‘“he playground had been improved 
and enlarged by about one-fourth. In Apiil 
Collage sports were held and apprecisted. ‘Tho 
boys’ steady practice tu cricket hid for first 
{ima been rewarded with a fair share’ of success. 
In the final examinations jast cloced the testa 
had been fairly severe in the several forms, and 
thera had bean keen competition for the higher 
positions. A soratiay of the figares revealed 
the fact that (including the somatim: abseut 
boys) 25 per cent of the whole school failed to 
obtain an average of 50 marks; jast 25 par cent 
gained over an average of 75 murks and the 
other 50 per cent of the boys passed between 
these extremes. The tests applied, excapt in the 
very lowest class+s, was an examination in tan 
written subjects, resulting as follows :—Chau 
Kwan Lam stands Dax of tha Collage with 8 '.5 
per cant, In the V “orm two boys tied for 
first place with SL par osnt, viz; Fang Mano Sui 
and Wan Yik Shing. A similar incident, 
illustrating the keenness of the contest, occurred 
in Form IV. Chan Chung Yat and Cheuag 
Fu shum dividiog the honours of premier posi- 
lion with 79 per cent, Cheng Yaen Vin with 
41 par cant leads in Form ILI, closely fellow d 
by Yip In Foug with 89. Io Form If Lam 
‘Tung is au easy firat with 8 per cent, his chief 
competitor, Wei Wing Lok, having been laid 
asids fora fortnight with sickuess. Taim Ting 
Wing, with Sf, and Chau 'Tsa Wai bracketed 
with Lau Ting lu (75 per cent) stand first in 
Forms [A & [B respectively. After allowance 
had buen made for the fact that the foregoing 
wera iecords of their own examinations, they 
could not bat regard the result ag indicating 
honest work both by masters and boys. 
Thay were reminded by His Excellevoy, Sir 
Matthew Nathin, twelvs months age, that St. 
Stephen's College had not yet seen any of ils 
sobolars thecugh the Oxford Senior Examina- 
tio’. The reminder.was doabtless both necessary 


“aud xalutary. To-day this requirement bad beou 


gatistied, When but two years and a half in 
existance the College paxxed two boys iu the 
Junior and ona in the Preliminary section. 
At the end of three aud a half yeare, ia July 
last, —the Juniors of last year were advanced 
into the rank of Seniors, while two others 
passed the Jauior and three the Prelimioary 
xtage, seven in all, and all Chinese.

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Wan Yik Shin and Wei Wing Hon, From 
the detailed account received from Oxford it 
appeared that seven candidates passed out of 
nine recommended. The percentage of passes 
(inclading the nine candidates) workcd ont as 
follows :—Geometry 67 ; Scripture Knowledge, 
Arithmetic and Algebra, each, 77; English 
190. Such 
results would be considered cied table in an 
English school (applanse). Their naw build- 
ing so long talked of and d:sired had 
not yet arisen, except on paper. Sfill to 
have plans prepar'd, and approved by 
the Building Authority, to hold some money in 
hand for this purpose and to be backed by an 
interested and sympathio body of Chinese 
gentlemen provided an earnest of more sub- 
stantial results to follow in the near future. It 
required no expert evidence to prove that. their 
need for‘extended accommodation was both real 
and urgent. Until the projected extension was 
consummated their work must lack both satir- 
f: ction and completeness, Then, when their 
baildings were finished and they were more 
firmly settled in commodions premises, (hey 
would look to see His Exzellency's suggestion 
of last year carried into: ffect, 8» that through 
affiliation with a home University it should be 
possible fur students to gain literary degrees in 
Hongkong, which should have a recognized 
value throughout the Empire. It would seem 
that they were bound (o work toward sowe such 
development. of the education question for the 
Chinese. Many of their students looked forward 
to other than a commercial carcer. Awakening 
China needed men with Western knowledge, 
and although deci ee fo'lowed decree with confus- 
ing contrariely it seemed that (lie test of 
scholarship leant in a Western direction and 
it was to satisfy that feat (hat wa must aim, 
Although the changes they in Cling were not 
all set in the same curse and the practice of 
to-day might be reversed to-morrow ‘still in 
educational matters the conduct of ‘the year's 


. examination in Pekiug, despite its dafects, was 


not without its lessons, Papers were set in 
Philosophy, Politics, Mathematics and Scicnce. 
Some of the examiners were those who had 
studied abroad and had obtained University 
recognition, Candidates were allowed (to 
choose the language in which they should 
record their’ answers Some who were 
more convereant with English than with 
Chinese used the former means of com. 
munication and succeeded in securing their 
diplomas, without any fest of knowledje 
Chinese. A further significant feature 
f this year’s examination wag marked by the 
fact that Christians and Confucians sat side by 
side in the exsmination hall without fear or 
favour. Both alike were received in audience 
by their Imperial Majesties after the results 
were published. Stillagain, Western influence 
might be traced in the decision that it wax not 
necessary, a8 in former years, to regard the 
successful examinees as expectant officials, but 
rather that baving obtained their knowledge 
they should use it as seemed best for the good 
et themselves and their country. From a change 
so complete,—from the elaborafely composed 
thesis in Chinese fo a studied disregard of the 
ancient classics, and to an indifference concern: 
ing knowledge of the mother (onguc they might 
xpect, and perhaps wish for sume reaclicn. 
Fst the most conservative cannot hope (hat such 
subjeots as those mentioned above would ever 
fail to find a place in {he country’. gavernment 
examinafions. The men who were to help in 
the development of China were the men whom 
China needed, aud as they had oppurtunity it 
scemed their duly to prepare these under their 
care-along the line which should be best toth 
for themselves aud the cause they hoped to 
B.rve,

Referring to the 
‘need for an enlarged building, he said they 
must loo’ to the co-operation of the parente 
aod their Chinese friends who were so liberal 
for the completer equipment of that inatitn- 
tion. The examinations showed what he 
as a lover of China and the Chinese never 
doubted that the sons of China were able to 
take their places side by side with the boys of 
other nations (Applause). Conolading, he said 
he thought it was essential for the wellbeing 
of the Chinese raca thal a note of warning 
should be uttered with reference to the

literatare from the examinations of their 


country. He for one felt that the best 
interests of the Chinese would not be 
served by entirely abandoning that 
part of the intellectual machinery, the 


Chinese language and literature, which had 
sufficed in the t to equip men aye, and 
women too in China to the great daties of life. 
Therefore he would urge upoo those yourg mea 
not to neglect the ancient language of their 
people or the ancient literafure of thoir eople, 
In equipping themselves for the won and 
business of life they muct uot limit themselves 
to wes‘arn kuowledge bat eqalp themselves in 
the knowledge and in the hijtory of their. 
country, In this way he had no doubt that 
when they were called upon to take their places 
in the development of their great country they 


wonld acquit themselves well aad do their duty . 


to the land of their bicth and to thé race of their 
forefathers (applause). 

His Excellency Wu Tiog Fung addressed tha 
students in Chinese aod afterwards, at the

The averace daily attendauce was 31:03 
compared with 26760 in the pravious year— 
an inorease of nearly 80%, while the grant 
rose from £47 to £478. . 

‘The weakness of the European staff men- 
tioned in the E€ohool Inxpector's report has 
sinve been remedied. Our teaching strength 
was augmented by the engagement of two 
additional masters, Messrs Nicalseon and 
Barlow, Mr. Nicolson, who caine directly from 
homa, is a M.A. of Glaxgow University— 
a trained and corlificated teacher. Mr. 
Barlow, who was engaged locally, had already 
some experience of teachiag in the Colouy. 

The new buildings although not entirely 
completed ere occupied in September. Witt the 
additional class rooms on the top floor anid this 
commodions hall we have now sitting accommoda- 
tion for 600 pupils. ‘Ihe basement which forms 
a covered play ground shellered alike from sun 
and rain has proved a much advantageous source 
of comfort and pleasure. 

With an increased stock of apparatus and’a 
plentiful supply of chemicals we have been 
able during tha past year to work all the ex- 
periments in Hygiene coutaiued in the Muoual 
recently published for use in the schools of 
the colony. ‘The older pupils were allowed to 
assist in working these experiments and this 
tended to rivet their altention and slimulaste 
their interest. 

The examination for the shield and prizes 
offered by His Fxcelleccy the Governor was 
held on 3rd December. <A College team entered 
for the shield and the prescribed number of 
senior competitors for the prizes, bul the results 
have not yet been declared. 

In accordance with precedent, the head- 
master’s examination was held asx nearly as 
possible at the close of the Chinese year. The 
number of pupils present at the examina- 
tion was 330. Briefly slated the percentage 
of passes are az follows :—Reading 97.45, 
Arithmetic 67.00, Composition 81.00, Dictation 
54.00, Writing 100.00, Colloquial &&.58, 
Geography 83.00, Grammar 81.W', History 94.14) 
Trans. C. B. 89.00, Trans. KE. C. 92.00, Euclid, 
90.00, Algebra 87.00, Mensuration 81.00, Science

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“improved attendynes at the school. 
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Compared with last year’s resulta there is ao 
improvement in seven subjects, viz: —Arithmatic, 
English composition, Grammar, History, 
Euclid, Algebra and Mensuration. Fhe 
apparent weakness in Orthography, as shown by 
the results of writing to dictation, is due to th 
increased difficulty of the Class Raaders. 


The priaciple according to which students 
who make tha maximnom attendance in the 
course of the year are rewarded by raceiving 
free education for a period of 12 months con- 
tinu:s to giva satisfactory resalts. Classes wera 
taught on 243 days during the year, and &2 
students wre presant. on every occasion while 
61 were present on 230 or more days. 


The Library which had now been in existance 
for 2 years is still a centre of attraction for the 
older lads for whom G. A. Henty's historical 
narratives seem to possess the greatest interest. 
Few new books hava been added during the 
past year and soma of a character snited to the 
younger pupils would be welcomed. 


As military drill has been discontinued by 
requ-st and some form of physical exarcise 
isasine qua non for youths. arrangements are 
being mid: for the introduction of exercises 
in dumb-bells and Indian clubs. If a suitable 
instructor be found classas will ba formed af. the 
beginning of the new term. With the advant 
of Mr. Barlow fresh life was infused into the 
College Football Clab and a team enterel for 
the schools’ shield. ’ 

I am pleased to have this opportunily of 
placing on record the able and willing assistance 
rendered at all times by the variou: members of 
the staff and to acknowledge the hoarty co-opsra- 
tion of the President, Hon. Secretary and 
metabers of Council. To the Directors of the 
Tung Wah Hospital, the Committee of the Pa 
Leang Kok and the large number of gentlemen, 
too numerous to mention individually, who have 
so generously contributed to our Scholarship 
and Prize Fund wa tender our sincere thanks 
for this practical evidence of their interest ia 
our educational work and welfare, 

With this commodious addition to our former 
building, with a staff comprising + European 
masters, 6 Anglo-Chinese assistants and 4+ 
Vernacular teachers and with a Presidan( and 
Council willing to do everything in their 
power to promote the progress and comfort of 
the s(udeuts, wa may reasonably hope to realise 
tbe wish expreed by your Excallancy at our 
last priz + giving —-that you may seaan attendance 
of 600 students in this instilution.

The nambers at 
thia school are greater than at aay other of the 
acholastio establishmeats in tha colony with 
the exception of Quaan's Collegs, I wish I 
conld s1y also that its efflciency was second to 
none, bat that is not quite the case, for the 
crant was given last year not oa the highest 
basia, not-on the basis of ral be efficienoy.

The reason why the Ra be
